"I never received that letter or any 


other purporting to come from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 
! never wrote to 


Washington asking for intervention in 
the strike. 
It looks to me 1'ke a stupid 


piece of political work. The first I 
ever heard of the letter was when I 
read it in the papers." 


Mr. Donnelly said he had not yet re- 


ceived the inquiry sent by Secretary 
Loeb. 


HEW YORK POST EXPLAINS. 


New York, Sept. 28.—The letter al- 


leged to have been received by Mlcnae! 
Donnelly, the leader of the meat strifes, 
purporting to be one sent by President 
Roosevelt, was copied from sin editor- 
ial in the New York Evening Post, of 
August 1st. The Evening Posi says 
today: "The letter appeared as an 
editorial in the Evening Post of Awg- 
1st and was explicltely stated to be * 
letter which the president might have 
written with advantage to 
himself 


; and the country. In otijr words it 
; was confessedly an imiga"i*ry letter, 
; written for the sake Of bringing in 
: certain truths in regard to the strike. 
| The Evening Post also said: 


"We had no thougnt, of course, of 


being able to make even a presentable 
imitation of the president's literary 
styte and as the article was. at the 
time, commented upon and reproduced 
somewhat extensively in the press, we 


'. never dreamed of its ever coming to 


figure as 'a campaign forgery.' "
